CLEVELAND HAS 
HOPE FOR NEGRO. 


‘Meeting in New York for 
Tuskegee School in 
Optimistic Vein. 


RESTS WITH THE SOUTH. 


Says the Leading Men Do Not 


New York, April 14.—[Special.]—Before a 
large audience which had assembled in Mad- 
ison Square garden tonight at a meeting 
held’ in the interests of the Tuskegee negro 
institute former President Grover Cleveland 
made a strong plea for aid and encourage- 
ment for the black man. 

He admitted that the negro has his de- 
ficiencies and imperfections, but he declared 
they had existed before the emancipation 
proclamation, and had not been remedied 
by the act which gave them freedom. 


“ Those nearest the load must do the most 
to raise it,”” he said, but he insisted that it 
is in the south that the negro has the best 
chance in business today. 


Manual Labor Only Solution. 

As a word of advice to the men he sought 
to gain help for, Mr. Cleveland told them that 
they must not lose sight of the fact that the 
great masses of the people must live by their 
hands and that they woufd prosper if they 
dignified manual labor. — 

Concerning the racial conditions of the 
south of today the speaker was most optimis- 
tic. He declared he saw no reason to believe 
that there is any unreasoning prejudice 
against the black population, judging from 
what he knew of public men. While he in- 
timated that there might be some reason for 
antipathy, owing to crimes committed in the

A small perfumed hand- 
kerchief was found, too, Indicating that the 
victim responded ta the appeal. 

Even the nationality of the murdered man 
is shrouded in mystery, not an article on his 
body furnishing a clew to his name, his resi- 
dence, or his friends. Though seen by 
thousands at the morgue today none could 
recognize the body or recall paving seen the 
man in life. 

Eighteen dagger thrusts were counted on 
the neck and blades of several sizes were 


found between two piles of lumber off East 
Eleventh stréet, just west of Avenue D. 


Man Not a Laborer. 

The man was not used to manual jabor, as 
the hands are well shaped, and soft and | 
smooth. The clothing is of good quality, and 
he appeared to be a man in the habit of 
taking good care of himegelf. On his person 
were a number of things Which might easily 
be identified, but up to a late hour, although 
the police had shown the body to several 
hundred persons, no one was found who ever 
had seen the man before.

I believe that 
these conditions inexorably present to the 
white people of the United States, to each in 
his environment and under the mandate of 
good citizenship, a problem which neither 
enlightened self-interest nor the higher mo- 
tive of human sympathy will permit them to 
put aside. I believe our fellow countrymen 
in the southern and late slave holcing states, 
surrounded by about nine tenths, or nearly 
8,000,000, of this entire negro population, and 
who regard their material prosperity, their 
peace, and even, the safety of their civiliza- 
tion, interwoven with the negro problem, 
are entitled to our utmost consideration and 
‘sympathetic fellowship. I am _ thoroughly 
convinced that the efforts of Booker Wash- 
ington and the methods of Tuskegee in- 
stitute point the way to asafeand beneficent 
solution of the vexatious negro problem at 
the south; and I know that the good people 
at the north who have aided these efforts 
and methods have illustrated the highest 
and best citizenship and the most Christian 
and enlightened philanthropy.

Harrison Explains Plans. 
Mayor Harirson was the first speaker at 
the meeting of the committee. He said: 

“ We are here today as a committee repre- 
senting the sentiment of the people of Chi- 
cago on the question of municipal ownership 
of street railways. The committee which has 
asked your committee to give us a hearing 
today is composed of the committee on local 
transportation of the city council, the special 
committee on state legislation of the city 
. council, and fifteen citizens of Chicago, whom 
' I have had the honor to appoint at the direc- 
tien of the city council. : 

“We understand the question has been 
._ raised before your committee, as well as be- 
fore the full legislature, as to just what the 
sentiments of the people of Chicago are on 
the queStion of municipal ownership. This 
committee represents all shades of political 
opinion in Chicago and represents all classes 
of Chicago citizenship. It has come here on 
behalf of the people of Chicago to petition the 
general assembly for legislation which will 
enable our city at some time in the future to 
Own, operate, and control the street railroads. 


Represents Chicago Sentiment. 


“This committee represents the general 
sentiment of the people of ed fhe as that 


sentiment has been expressed | two occa- 
eions when the question of muficipal owner- 
ship has been submitted to the people of Chi- 
«ago under what is known as the public opin- 
jon act. On each of those occasions the 
question was carried by a majority vote of 
eomething like seven to one in favor of the 
municipal ownership of these traction rights. 
"We are here today to ask, in order that 
the legislation may.be expedited, that this 
committee and the house, if we may be per- 
mitted to ask it, will adopt senate bill No. 40. 
We ask this because we believe it will aia 
materially in hastening the passage of this 
legislation, and quick work is especially de- 
sirable to us, because the existing franchises 
of these companies will expire in the coming 
summer months. It is desirable we should 
have power, if the power is to be given to us, 
to own and operate street railroads before 
we take up the question of franchise exten- 
sion with the’representatives of the trac- 
tion companies. 
“ We ask this legislation at your hands, 
first, in behalf of the people of Chicago, as in 
this, in my opinion, lies the only true solu- 
tion of the handling of public utilities of a 
dJarge community; and, second, because we 
are anxious, as soon as possible, to take up 
the vexatious question of the extensions of 
the existing franchises and settle the ques- 
tion which has been disturbing the people 
of Chicago now for the last six years. 


City United for Legislation. 
“All that I can say to you in conclusion, 
- Gentlemen, is simply this, that Chicago is 
almost united in its desire that this enabling 
legislation be passed. The sentiments of the 
city have been shown by the past, as well 
as by the declarations in the recent munici- 
ea pal election we had in our city. The declara- 
= tion of practically all candidates for mayor- 
ality, as well as aldermen, and practically 
the sentiment of Chicago is united in favor 
of the passage of this enabling act. 

“I simply say to you that whatever tnis 
general assembly does will be appreciatea 
by the citizens of Chicago and we will try 
to show our appreciation by expressing to 
you our heart-whole thanks. We thank the 
committee for the opportunity of being here, 
and only hope that it will bring about at 
the earliest possible date the passage of 
the enabling legislation which will put us 
in a position some time in the future to own 
our street railways, and, most of all, put us 
in a position to take up the question of set- 
tling the franchise so soon to expire.” 

Mr. Nohe said: “I would like to ask a 
question. Why do you desire municipai 
ownership legislation in order to extend the 
franchises of the traction companies of Chi- 
cago?” 

Reason for the Legislation. 

To this Mayor Harrison replied: “ We 
would like to have that legislation passed

Bennett Speaks for Council. 


Ald. F. I. Bennett, chairman of the local 
transportation committee of the Chicago 
city council, was then introduced. He re-. 
viewed briefly the history of the traction 
question. Referring to municipal owner- 
ship, he said that the people of Chicago had 
already spoken on that question. 

“It seems to me,” said he, ‘‘ that we are 
all clearly bound by the expressed will of 
the people that provision should be made 
for municipal ownership. The question of 
the possibility of municipal ownership is, not 
for us to determine. The people already have. 
decided that question. The vital point in 
this bill is that ft gives us the right, in case 
the franchiees are hereafter extended, to in- 
corporate in the franchise extensions the 
right to take over these lines at such time 
as the municipality shall see fit to enter 
upon municipal ownership. The bill is 
strictly an enabling act. 

“It has been suggested that we secure L 
short bili of a few lines giving us the power 
to own and operate street car lines, but if 
you give us that naked power without pro- 
viding the means to the end we will be as 
helpless as we are today. Our street car 
facilities are in a deplorable condition. As 
a matter of fact, the city of Chicago and 
the commercial interests of the city are today 
retarded by the poor transportation facili- 
ties which we have. You who are outside of 
our city are interested in Chicago, and I ask 
you to help us.”’ 

Asked by Mr. Johnson—Fram what you say 
it looks problematical that you wiil be able 
to take over these properties. If that istrue, 
do you insist on twenty years? : 

Ald. Bennett replied: ‘‘ We do not insist

Edwin Burritt Smith Talks. ° 


Edwin Burritt Smith, special counsel for 
the city of Chicago, spoke at some iength in 
explanation of the Mueller bill from the legal 
point of view. 

“It is not the purpose of this bill,”’ said he, 
“to commit any city of this state to the 
policy of municipal ownership. It is its 
purpose to confer upon the cities of this state 
power to reserve in any grant to a street 
railway company the right to take over, to 
purchase, to own, own and operate, or to 
own and lease’ street railway property at 
some future time, if such city shall then 
desire to do so. |

It provides, also, that no city shall proceed 
to operate any road even if it shall acquire it, 
unless the proposition to operate shall first 
have been submitted to the electors of such 
city as a separate proposition and approved 
by three-fifths, or 60 per cent, of the voters 
who vote upon the tion.”’ 

Mr. Lindly asked, “In this bill does it

|. Mr, Smith repHed, “‘ Not directly; it does 


provide that no. general bonds of the city 
shall be issued for the purpose of acquiring 
such property unless by the approval of a 
vote of two-thirds of the voters voting on the 
proposition.” 
- Asked by Mr. Lindly: ‘‘ Do you not think 
it would be best to submit to the people 
the question whether they should own as 
well as whether they should operate them?” 
Mr. Smith replied: “Last year by a vote 
of about five to one they voted in favor of 
‘this general proposition. In the fall they 
voted in the same way, and this bill will not 
become a law until it receives the approval 


| of & majority of the voters.” 


Continuing, Mr. Smith discussed the power 
of the city with respect to the issuing of 
willbon and of street railway certificates as 
provided for by the bill. He said it was not 
anticipated that the city is likely soon to 
exercise the authority to acquire street rail- 
ways. 

| He then discussed the various provisions of 


| the biM and the several amendments that had 


been adopted in the Senate. Regarding the 
contention that the original bill placed no 
limitation upon the term of the franchise 
that might be granted, he said that such 
a construction was scarcely possible, but 
that to settle the controversy there would be 
nf objection to the amendment providing 
specifically a twenty year limitation. 


Amendment Is Offered. 
Mr. Smith read the following additional 
section, which is to be offered as an amend- 
ment: 

‘Section 6. Nothing in this act contained 
shall be construed to authorize any city to 
make any street railway grant, or to lease 
any street railway property for a period ex- 
ceeding twenty (20) years from the making 
of such grant or lease; provided, that when 
a right to maintain and operate a street rail- 
way for a period not exceeding twenty (20) 
years is contained in a mortgage or deed of 
trust to secure street railway certificates 
(and no such right shall be implied), such 
period shall commence as provided in section 
two (2) of this act.” 

Mr. Allen asked: ‘“ Don’t you think it 
would be unfair to require the street railway 
companies to turn over their properties for 
these certificates without a cash payment?” 

Mr. Smith replied: ‘I think it would, but 

that is a matter to be determined by ordi- 
nance. That matter will be corsidered be- 
tween the representatives of any company 
and the city making the grant.” . 
Ald. M. J. Foreman discussed the general 
proposition of municipal ownership and the 
need of enabling legislation for Chicago. 
Chicago's greatest need at this time, he said, 
next to pure water, is a good street car 
service. ‘‘ As a means to secure this serv- 
ice,”’ said he, ‘‘ we must have some kind ofa 
continuing control over these street railway 
corporations.”’ 


John M. Harlan Talks. 


' John M. Harlan was received with ap- 
plause. ‘‘ Chicago takes it for granted,”’ he 
said, that interest in her welfare is not 
confined to the members of the house that 
come from Cook county. The men who have 
invested their money need have nothing to 
fear from the people of Chicago. There is 
not a corporal's guard of the people of Chi- 
cago who would sanction the confiscation of 
property or who would stand for anything 
except fair treatment of the men who have 
given up their money for the building of 
these properties.”” 

_ Some fireworks were seen when the mem- 
bers of the committee began putting ques-.

Charles Allen Wants Facts. 


Then Charles Allen of Vermilion county 
repeated a question he had asked, several 
other speakers as to whether the financial 
part of rehabilitating the street car service 
in Chicago could not be accomphshed bet- 
ter under a franchise of more than twenty 
years than one limited to that period. Mr. 
Harlan made the same answer that Mayor 
Harrison and others had made, that while 
this wae true from an investor’s viewpoint, 
still public sentiment in Chicago was strong- 
ly against the longer period. Also asan evi- 
dence that it was not needed, Mr. Harlan 
‘cited the fact that the present Union Trac- 
tion company had been formed and its in- 
vestments made in the face of the fact that 
the franchises it took over had less than 
six years to run. sg 

Mr. Allen insisted on his. point, and asked 
the question as to whether that investment 
had not been made in the expectation of se- 
curing a long term franchise. Mr. Harlan re- 
plied: 

‘“* That investment was made after the re- 
peal of the fifty year law, I believe it 
known as the ‘ Allen law.’ That investment

OPPOSING PUT AND CALL BILL. 


Board of Trade Directors to Send a Com- 
mittee to Springfield—Fowler Meas- 
ure Held Too Preposterous. 


The board of trade is still too much taken 
up with the fight between the directors on 
the one hand and a large body of the mem- 
bers on the other over the proposed legisla- 
tion to legalize trading in ‘‘ puts” and 
“ Galls’’ to pay much attention to the Fow- 
ler bill to prohfbit trading in futures. The 
latter measure, now in its third reading in 
the senate at Springfield, would prevent any 
dealings in grain on the board of trade, ex- 
cept in the cash article..

**It is a pity the directors did not decide 
to expend their energies fighting the Fowler 
bill, which threatens the existence of the 
board, instead of opposing the wishes of a 
large majority of the active membership on 
the ‘ put’ and ‘ call’ matter.”’

SENATE PASSES 


Measure Providing Uniform 
Registration of Titles Goes 
. Through Upper House. 


‘Progress Made with Tax Exemp- 
tion and Civil Service Laws 
After Long Debates. 


Springfield, April 14.—[Special,]—The 
Torrens land registration bill introduced by 
Senator Juul was.read a third time in the 
senate and passed. The bill provides for a 
uniform system of abstracts of titles under 
official supervision and under a uniform scale 
of charges. 

Senator Juul said that at the time he in- 
troduced the bill at the beginning of the ses- 
sion he had no idea whatever that there 
would be any opposition to it. The bill, he 
said, was backed by the best element of the 
city of Chicago. He thought if any objec- 
tion was raised to it that it would come from 
people outside of Chicago. 

‘ Senator Clark also spoke in favor of the 
‘bDILL He said that cértain interests were 
against it, but that the majority of the real 
estate owners and the real estate dealers are 


| in favor of it. - 


Humphrey Alone in Opposition. 
Senator Humphrey was alone in his oppo- 
sition to this measure. He called attention 
to the fact that there are over a million 
tracts of land in Cook county that would 
have to come in under this law separately, 
and anticipated that a million suits would 


of the bill. 

Senator Jandus made his first speech of 
the session in advocacy of the passage of 
the bill and said: “I think this bill is 
needed badly. It is no wonder to me that 
the present law has not succeeded, in view 
of all the opposition that has been brought 
to bear against it. | 

“The wonder is that the gentlemen who 
are interested in the defeat of this bill have 
not offered a bill to repeal the present act 
on the subject. They have fought it at 
every step.”’

Bills Passed by House. 


The house passed Lynn's bill to regulate

It is probable that the court’s order, either. 
granting or refusing the requests to file pe- 
titions, will be announced within a day or 
two. The motion for leave to file a petition 
for a writ of habeas-corpus was made on 
the relation of the members of the board orf 

.election commissioners of Cook county, 
‘Thomas F. Judge, William Malley, and 
Oscar Hebel, and Isaac N. Powell, the clerk 
of the election board. It asks the court to 
direct Sheriff Thomas Barrett of Cook coun- 
ty to release them from the county jail, 
where they were committed April 10 by 
Judge Hanecy of the Circuit court of Cook 
county for contempt. ! 

Seven reasons are given by the petitioners 
in support of the motion, but all are basea 
on the general contention that Judge Hanecy 
has no jurisdiction in the matter. 


Claim Lack of Authority. 

The principal reasons asserted are that 
Judge Hanecy and the Circuit court of Cook 
county acted without authority and exceeded 
jurisdiction in entering the commitment or- 

In conclusion the petitioners ask for the 
writ of habeas corpus that they may be forth- 
with brought before the Supreme court to do, 
submit, and receive what the law may re- 
quire, and that pending the application the 
relators may be released’ on bail. 

_Attorneye W. W. Wheelock, Levy Mayer, 
and John H. Hamline represent the mem- 
bers of the board of election commissioners, 
filing separate petitions for each member of 
the board. The petitions are lengthy docu- 
ments, reciting in full the proceedings had in 
Judge Hanecy’s court. 


Claim Election Decision Not Asked. 

Attorney William T. Underwood filed a brief 
and an argument for the respondent in oppo- 
sition to the motion for the habeas corpus 
writ. In this argument it is contended thet 
the Circuit court was not asked to enter a 
decree decisive of the election between Lori- 
mer and Durborow, and that no decree which 
could possibly have been entered upon such 
pleadings could have been decisive of the 
contest. It is asserted it was merely sought 
to have the court in chancery exercise its 
inherent jurisdiction to preserve the evidence 
of the title of the complainant to the office to 
which he had been lawfully elected and to 
which he held a proper certificate of election. 


Seek to Keep Ballots Sealed. 

The petition for leave to file and for a writ 
of mandamus was made in the name of the 
people on the relation of William Lorimer 
against the election commissioners, This 
petition was filed by William T. Underwood 
and Delevan B. Cole, attorneys for Lorimer, 
and Albert J. Hopkins.

“If Dora Mills has been concerned in a 
blackmailing seheme she is being punished,”’ 
said a neighbor yesterday afternoon. ‘I 
believe she is losing her senses. It is nq 
wonder, for people are calling at all hours 
of the day and night, and I understand the 
house is shadowed by detectives.’’

Furber Out of Law Firm. 


The fact that Harry J. Furber’s namedoes 
not appear as a member of the law firm of 
Steere, Furber & Co. on the doors of’ the 
office suite. in the Rookery became the 
foundation yesterday afternoon for a sen- 
sational story that Mr. Furber’s connection 
with the Mills case had caused a disruption 
of the firm: In place of Mr. Furber’s ap- 
pears the name of Edwin White Moore. 

_** Mr. Furber’s withdrawal from the firm 
had nothing to do with his connection with 
the Mills.case,’’ said G. S. Steere last night. 
‘*‘Mr. Furber wished to have more expert- 
ence as a trial lawyer than he could have 
with this firm, and he decided to withdraw 
several months ago. He can be a member 
of the firm as long as he wishes. 

‘* His entire course in the Mills case, was 
creditable to him. He was asked to take 
the case by Charles Hundt, with whom he 
had become acquainted in the Alliance Fran- 
caise, and it was not until later that he 
learned that Z. P. Brosseau was the defend- 
ant. It was not the kind of case we wished 
to take as a law firm, and at my suggestion 
it was turned over to Malcolm Owen.”’ 


Case Against Brosseau Dropped. 
The damage suit against Mr. Brosseau 
was formally withdrawn in the afternoon 
in Judge Tuley’s court when Attorney Mal- 
comb Dale Owen made a motion for its dis- 
missal. 
It is not improbable that the April grand 
jury may investigate the relations of Miss 
Mills and her companion, Charles Hunct, 
in the damage suit against the board of trade 
man.

DISPARAGEMENT OF NEGRO 
MAKES TROUBLE FOR GENERAL. 


War Department Asks Gen. Baldwin 
About It—Accouracy of Interview Is 
Substantiated and Denied. 


Washington, D. C., April 14.—[Special.J— 
Gen. Frank D. Baldwin, whose conspicuous 
work in Mindanao during the Moro out- 
ics attracted the attention of the presi- 
dent and won for him a promotion from col- 


-onel to the rank of brigadier general, proba- 
bly will be called upan by the secretary of 


war to explain an interview printed here this 
morning in a dispatch from Denver. The in- 
terview was as follows: 

“One of my reasons for liking the Filipino 
as a soldier is the same that gives me a pref- 
erence for the negro in the same capacity— 
in a fight I am not worried about his safety, 
as it doesn’t make any difference whether he 
gets killed or not. 

“If a person owned a thoroughbred dog and 
also a cur is it not natural that he would 
have the cur killed before the other?’’ 

No action will be taken until Gen. Baldwin 


admits or denies the accuracy of the inter- 


view. 


Tue TRIBUNS last night wired its Denver 
correspondent for information regarding the 
authenticity of the interview and received 
the following reply: 

‘* Gen. Baldwin's statement appeared in the 
afternoon papers of Monday. Col. Pope con- 
firmed the story, having heard the general 
speak to the reporter. Thereupon I sent a 
reporter to Gen. Baldwin with the clippings: 
Gen. Baldwin then repeated the first state- 
ment and then added the matter about the 
full blooded dog and cur.”’ 

Later in the night Gen. Baldwin made claim 
that he had been misquoted:- 

‘* The inference from the interview in ques- 
tion,’’ said Gen. Baldwin, ‘‘ by which I am 
made to appear as disregarding the lives of 
negro and Filipino soldiers is ridiculous, as 
my past record will show. What I intended 
to say was to express an entirely opposite 
sentiment as to my feelings regarding Fil- 
ipino and negro soldiers. I class both as 
second only to the American soldier, and I 
would venture any military enterprise with 
either one of those nationalities. I consider 
the Filipino susceptible to the highest state 
of discipline. I have seen Filipinos under 
fire—not in large bodies but as individuals— 


and I have never seen one ofthem hesi- | 


tate to advance with the American troops.”

HAS A CAR TO HIMSELF. 


Alva Hayes Arrives in Chicago, 
Bound Hand and Foot 
with Bellcord. 


Bound with the bell cord cut from the 
smoking car of which he was the only occu- 
pant, Alva Hayes, a Michigan farmer, vio- 
lently insane, arrived in a Chicago Great 
Western train at the Polk street depot last 
night. | 

The man was bleeding from wounds caused 
by two attempts to plunge through the win- 
dows of the speeding train, and his efforts 
threatened at any moment to break the cords 
that held him. The occupants of the two 
coaches had been forced by fear of the insane 
man to seek refuge in the dining car, the 
doors of which were guarded by the train 
crew. | 

During the run from Sycamore, I11., to Chi- 
cago, a distance of forty miles, the-passen- 
gers were terror stricken by the actions of 
the man, Several women faint were 
carried to places of safety by ce ions, 
and Hayes and his guards were Teft in sole 
possession of the forward coaches. 


Cuts Trainmen with Glass. 

Before the maniac could be restrained he 
seized a piece of broken glass and attacked 
-two of the trainmen, inflicting painful in- 
juries. Conductor Charles Ashman and 
Brakeman John McFarland were the ob- 
jects of his maddened attack. 

Hayes is a resident of Kalamazoo, Mich., 
where he ts the owner of a stock farm. A 
month ago he went to the home of his brother, 
A. 8. Mayes, Fargo, N. D., for a visit, and 
last week his brother observed indications of 
religious mania and decided to accompany 
the demented one to his home. 

No evidence of violent insanity was notice- 
able, and until the train reached Sycamore 
yesterday evening Hayes had not attracted 
the attention of the other passengers, Phe 
dining car was filled when the man arose 
from his seat with a shout and waved his 
arms about. He then ran to aclosed window 
and had thrown himself half way through it 
when dragged back by his brother and Con- 
ductor Ashman. | 

While the female occupants of the car fled 
in terror to the chair car Hayes struggled 
with his captors and the efforts of eight men 
were necessary tosubdue him. Finding noth- 
ing else available to secure the maniac the bell 
cord was cut from the car and his legs bound, 
He was carried to the chair car, but in a few 
moments broke the strands that held him and 
made a second effort to plunge from the car, 


Long Struggle with Maniac. 

For five minutes the group of men struggled 
with the maniac, who was armed with the 
piece of glass, but finally he was thrown to 
the floor and bound. Although not of athletic 
build the man's strength was phenomenal, 
and hig cries could be heard above the noise 
of the moving train. | 

At the first stop the Chicago police were 
telephoned to, and Policemen Jarvis and 
West of the Harrison street station were 
waiting at the depot for the arrival of the 
maniac. The cutting of the bell cord and 
the struggle of the train crew had caused 
the engineer to lessen the speed of the train, 
which arrived in the city at 10:40 p. m., more 
than one hour late. 

Physicians were summoned and the maniac 
was taken to the county hospital, where his 
wounds were dressed. He was accompanied 
by his brother, who will take Hayes. to his 
‘home when he is convalescent. 

The brother declares that no symptoms of 
insanity had been observed in Hayes be- 
fore his visit to Dakota, and believes that it 
is only‘ a temporary religious mania. 


GREENBERG PUT TO ROUT: 
ACCUSED OF BEATING WOMAN.

Hughes says that he should have been al- 
lowed ten days in which to schedule his prop- 
erty, but that only five days had passed. 
In the afternoon Hughes swore out a war- 
rant for Greenberg’s arrest on a charge of 
assault and battery.

OFFICIALS TAKE ACTION AFTER 
RESIGNATION OF THIELE. 


Rumors of a Shortage of $60,000 or 
$70,000 Not Denied and Apparent 
Absence of Ex-Secretary Adds to 
Mystery—Two Brothers of Former 
Official, Both Priests, Reticent Re- 
garding the Affair—Public State- 
ment Promised Later, 


Theodore B. Thiele to vacate the office of 
high secretary of the Catholic Order of Fver- 
esters, which he had occupied for nine years? 

This question propounded to the high offi- 
cers of the order yesterday was met with 
evasions and refusals to discuss the resigna- 
tion. Reports of shortage—rumors placing 
it at $60,000 to $70,000—in connection with the 
resignation of the official continued to spread 
during the day, without the check of denial 
or definite explanation from men in author- 
ity. The apparent absence of Mr. Thiele 
from his place of business at 1820 Michigan 
avenue and from his home in Evanston dur- 
ing the afternoon and evening added to the 
mystery surrounding the matter. 

“There is no statement to be given out at 
present,”’ said Thomas H. Cannon, high chief 
ranger of the order, and Attorney Edmund 
8S. Cummings, with whom the chief of the 
order was in consultation during the after- 
noon, seconded Mr. Cannon. ‘* When the 
offictals of the order deem it proper to make 


made and given due publicity. Whatever 
rumors may be current I do not care to dis- 
cuss. Whether they are true or not I will 
not say, further than that no report yet 
made public has come from any one in au- 
thority to speak.’’ 


Said to Be Practically Settled. 


“IT understand the matter is practically set- 
tled,”’ said a,;tenant of Mr. Cannon’s office, 
who is in close touch in a semi-official way 
with the affairs of the order. ‘‘ If the matter 
were made public at this time, the settlement 
might fall through. I understand that the 
matter is all to be made public some time.”’ 

The Rev. A. J. Thiele, eldest brother of 
the former secretary, to whom the condition 
in which the former secretary left the af- 
fairs of his office has been known in a re- 
port from the officials of the order, was 
also reticent. The aged priest was plainly 
grieved at the trouble that had come to his 
relative, and shrank from the subject as 
from one that gave him pain. 

‘IT cannot talk of the matter. Don't ask 
me to talk of it,” he pleaded when told of 
some of the reports that hadspread concern- 
ing the demands which the order is alleged 
to have made upon his brother. Prior to that, 
however, Re is said to have admitted the 
receipt of a statement from the order, which 
practically amounted to a demand that 
thousands of dollars We paid to straighten 
out its affairs. The Rev. D. M. Thiele, an- 
other brother, is also interested in straight- 
ening out the affair, but upon the older 
brother has fallen, it is said, the task of 
taking the initiative. 


Thiele Lays Trouble to Enemies. — 


When the reports concerning his resigna- 
tion first became public, Theodore Thiele de- 
clared they were due to politics within the 
order. He said that the fact he had engaged 
in private business, against the rules govern- 
ing the conduct of the secretary, had been 
discovered and reported to the high officials 


‘by political enemies, who sought his removal 


from office. That there was any shortage in 
his accounts with the order he denied, and 
he declared that his opportunities for hand- 
ling the money of the order were limited. 
He declared that reports of any irregularities 
in his financial dealings were started by polit- 
ical enemies. | | 

That the financial condition of the order 
will in no way suffer from any mismanage- 
ment is generally understood, and if a settle- 
ment in full of the affairs of the office is 
made, it is believed that the matter will rest 
there, as there is believed to be no disposi- 
tion on the part of the high officials to do 
more than protect the interests of their 
organization, 


MORE STUDENTS AT UNIVERSITY 


Fears That Segregation Would Decrease 


- Number of Women Are Not | 
Realized. 

Notwithstanding the fears for the attend- 
ance of women at the University of Chicago 
under the segregation system, the official 
figures for the spring registration which 
have just been announced show an increase 
in the number of women this year over the 
number in the corresponding quarter last 
year. This increase is largest in the junior 
colleges, where segregation is in force. Last 
spring 266 women students were enrolled; 
this year the number {8 285, an increase of 
nineteen out of a total increase in all de- 
partments of fifty-seven women. 

At the same time the number of men reg- 
istered in the junior colleges increased from 
254 to 284. 

The total registration for the spring quar- 
ter is 1,906. Last spring the total was 1,815.

D. T. Welsh Says Chicago Canal and 
Power Plants Are Ruining th 
Great Cataract. | 


Buffalo, N. Y., April 14.—[Special.]—Before 
the Westminster club here tonight D. T, 
Welsh, who was the father of the Niagara 
Falls reservation, and the original promoter 
of the Niagara Falls Power company, said 
that the Chicago drainage canal, In connec- 
tion with the power companies now being 
formed, were fast relegating Niagara to the 
past. He said: 

** Enough applications are in Albany now 
for permission to build and operate power 
plants to take water from Niagara river to 
reduce the flow over the falls at least one- 
fifth. If these conditions are allowed to con- 
tinue it will not be long before we will be 
able to walk over the precipice where the 
great river empties its aie of waters, dry 
shod. 

‘‘ The Chicago drainage canal is carrying a 
great volume of water down towards the Mis- 
sissippi, diverting it from the falls. The 
Canadian government is granting franchises 
to companies to use the water as fast as we 
are on this side. 

** Steps should be taken to restrict the num- 
ber of concerns allowed to use the water of 
the river, or it will not be long before our 
grand cataract will be gone.” |

THREATEN STRIKE ON DOCKS.

| Wages. 


On the result of the meeting to be held 
today depends the question of a strike which 
may involve 100,000 men on the great lakes, 
An ultimatum on wages is to be presented 
by the package freight handlers of Chicago 
to the managers of the lake lines and labor 
contractors. The demand is backed by the 
International Longshoremen, Marine and 
Transport Workers’ association. The men 


$5 cents an hour for overtime, and 40 cents 
an hour for Sundays, besides pay for time 
lost during the shifting of steamers from dock 
to dock. The employers offer 30 cents an hour 


flat. 
Only 1,500 men are directly involved in the 


dispute at Chicago. They are the workers 


who load and unload the sixty big steamers 
of the railway lines. They were organized 
into two unions last year and affiliated with 
the longshoremen. Through the affiliation 


with the longshoremen’s union they are close- 


ly allied with the grain trimmers, lumber 
loaders, and coal and ore handlers. | 
Contractor W. J. Conners, the principal 
party to the dispute on the employers’ side, 
furnishes dock labor to all but the Rutland 
and Canada Atlantic lines throughout the 
lake system.

‘ REMOVE THE OIL TANKS. 

It was beautiful to see vagrant oil burn- 
ing on hostile water at the corner of Clark 
‘and Sixteenth streets day before yester- 
day.

| STEAM .AND TROLLEY. 

The development of the trolley system 


legislation it will be a labor of Hercules |§m: New England, where it has made the 


greatest progress, is beginning to attract 
wide attention, especially as-it promises to 
become a dangerous competitor with the 
steam railroad system. Already rails of 
the same weight are used on the electric 
as on the steam roads and well nigh equal 
speed is made in rura! districts, while 
greater speed is made inside city limits. 
The cars are being made nearly as large 
if not so heavy as those on steam roads, | 
and in nearly all country places mails and 
light freight are carried as well ‘as pas- 
sengers. Trolley lines are connecting coun- 
try towns which could only be reached by 
wagons, and by bringing them into com- 
munication with railroad stations are de- 
veloping their business. Nearly every state 
in New England can now be crossed, north 
and south and east and west, by electric 
cars and in some cases cities as far apart 
as Portland, Boston, Providence, Hart- 
ford, and New York have been connected 
by “ the broomstick train.” 

One of the latest developments of the 
system is the use for the first time by a’ 
steam and a trolley road of the same track. 
The New York Central is to use a stretch 
of track near Oxford, Mass., about five 
miles from Worcester, for delivery of coal 
to a section it cannot now reach easily. 
This track was laid and is used by the 
Worcester and Southbridge Street railway. 
The fact: that: a locomotive and freight 
cars can run upon rails originally laid for 
trolley cars is opening up a wide field of 
speculative .possibilities among railroad 
The Boston Advertiser says that 
“the New Haven road has already done 
something in the way of ‘third rail’ con- 
nections with steam road track, and of 
course everybody understands that the 
time will come when steam and trolley 
roads will be run as parts of one system, 
the street railways acting as feeders to 
the main line of steam track.”

The king’s new naval aid-de-camp, Capt. 
Michael P. O’Callaghan, is one of the most 
gallant officers of the service, and réceived 
his promotion to the rank of lieutenant not 
in the ordinary course but in recognition of 
an act of exceptional bravery. A boat be- 
longing to the Alacrity, on which he was 
serving, was off one of the Fiji 
islands, and three men were thrown into the 
shark infested waters. O’Callaghan at once 
jumped overboard, swam out to them with a 
rope, helped them to reach the buoys thrown 
to them, and succeeded in. getting them all 
back to the ship; although, owing to the

On the Britannia they felt that being 
afloat on board a commissioned ship, and in 
uniform, they already were naval officers, 
whereas as inmates of the college on land 
they will be nothing more than schoolboys. 


England’s war department has decided to 
turn over the wonderful collection of arms 
and armor of the middle ages in the Tower 
of London, which is one of the features of 
that ancient fortress, to the British museum. 

This will facilitate the reforms and reor- 
ganizations of the collection which its 
curator, Lord. Dillon, has had at heart for 
two or three years past, and which has been 
prevented by the war department from put- 
ting into execution. For, in addition to his 
purely honorary office of curator of the col- 
lection, he is also a trustee, that is to say, 
one of the board of management of the Brit- 
ish museum, and as such will be permitted 
to have a free hand in dealing with the 
tower collection without any further inter- 
ference by the authorities in Pall Mall. 

Lord Dillon, seventh peer of his line, is 
president of the Royal Society of Antiquaries, 
and one of the most learned members of the 
upper house of the national legislature, and 
has made a special study of ancient armor. 
This has led him to discover and to proclaim 
the fact that the collection shown at the 
Tower of London, and which has been a 
feature of absorbing interest to all Ameri- 
can visitors to the tower, is nothing more 
than a ridiculous jumble of articles, that have 
no possible connection with one another, and 
of frauds. mat 

He has proved, for instance, that the heads- 
man’s ax which is shown to visitors ag hav-. 
ing done duty at the execution of Queen 
Anne Boleyn is necessarily a swindle, since 
Anne was beheaded by asword, and not with 
an ax at all. | 

Then, too, he takes the armor suits one by 
one and shows that the familiar lay figures | 
are most ridiculously arrayed with pieces of 
armor manufacured in different centuries 
and of different epochs, and that as such 
they are utterly devoid of authenticity or 
historical interest. | 

The armor suit shown as that of John of 
Gaunt he proves to be in reality an engraved 
suit for a man at arms of the reign of King 
Henry VIII., hundreds of years later. Nor 
have the weapons described as having been 
the “spoils of the Spanish Armada’”’ ever 
figured as part of the equipment of the cele- 
brated fleet of King Philip of Spain. 

All these mistakes, which hitherto have 
rendered this collection at the tower the 
laughing stock of all experienced antiquar- 
fans, will be rectified now that the entire ex- 
hibition has passed under the control of the 
board of trustees of the British museum, 
of which Lord Dillon is perhaps the most 
learned and active member. It will not, 
however, be removed from the tower, but 
will be left there asa branch department of 
the British museum? | 


} 

Let me add that no such frauds as those 
which impair the value of the collection at 
the Tower of London are to be found in the 
superb collection which Lord Dillon has in- 
herited partly and partly gathered together 
himself at. his beautiful and historic country 
seat, Ditchley park, in Oxfordshire. The 
walls of his picture gallery are lined with old 
masters, and among his greatest prizes is 
a large brass bound chest containing the 
confidential correspondence of King Charles 
II. with his illegitimate daughter, Lady 
Litchfield, who was one of the former chate- 
laines of Ditchley park, and one of the an- 
cestresses of Lord Dillon. . 

Queen Elizabeth visited Ditchley in 1592, 
and her successor, King James L, likewise 
staid there, the heads of several red deer 
shot in the park by that monarch and by his 
eldest son, Henry, prince of Wales during 
their visits in 1608 and 1610 adorning the 
walls of the billiard room. 

Lord Dillon is a frequent visitor to Amer- 
ica, and among the features of his collection 
at Ditchley park are a number of flint im- 
plements which he obtained from the Virgin- 
ian town which takes its name of Ditchley 
from his ancestral country seat. 

Let me add that it was while visiting 
Ditchley in Virginia some three and thirty

Certainly I have not great en- 
thusiasm for his high polished Diana. In 
the middle the trees are of such vivid green, 
but it is not disagreeable to look upon. The 
canvases of Jean Beraud have their value 
in the qualities of mind and observation, 
such as few artists possess. But is is not 
work one can pass over. These little vig- 
nettes, for example, “ Sortie du Lycée,"’ will 
inform our grandchildren of life in Paris 
in our time, as Boillk brought before us life 
in Paris a hundred years ago. 

Good, Serious Pictures. 

In room 14 the career of L’Hermitte is the 
subject for meditation. without surprising 
us in any way. Unfailingly and with tran- 
quil certainty he sends good, serious pic- 
tures in which everything is reasoned out 
and of which the interest will exceed the 
two months the exhibition willlast. He pre- 
fers scenes from rustic life to all others, and 
repeats these motifs without trying to 
diversify them. The most attractive of his 
pictures is a harvest under a low, lowering 
sky, with a black line of trees on the horizon 
and where harvesters are hastening to reap 
a copious harvest. | 

The largest of his pictures this year rep- 
resents some fishermen on the banks of a 
stream. It differs slightly by its aspect of 
sadness. It is a fine French landscape. 

In room 15 Menard has brought back his 
serenity from Greece: Serenity is a senti- 
ment which varies but little, hence doubtless 
the monotony of the pictures it inspires. 
These landscapes are skillfully executed and 
are rough and slightly cold. 


Friant Lacks in Interest. 

In room 17 Friant will not take 
his admirers by surprise. This painter, 
minute, sincere, and joyless in his work, 
brings well drawn and carefully finished pic- 
tures without any other defect than that of 
lacking interest. 

A fog is seen rising in the pictures of Le- 
bourg. This delightful painter is on the road 
to perfection, nevertheless he loses none of 
his qualities as a colorist. What charming 
diaphanous vision and how restful it is amid 
so many painters to come across a real one. 
His sea piece is more broadly treated. 

In room 18 one asks when will Le 
Gout Gerard leave his little Breton port, in 
which he has beem anchored for centuries. 
This year again his boats are seen entering 
and leaving the harbor, dipped in acrid violet, 
which is his special property. One knows 
them well. They have not changed since 
the last fishing_season at least. Here is 
Besnard placed where he is, doubtless, in 
order that one may ieave the exhibition un- 
der the consoling impression of what a for- 
tunate painter Besnard is. What decision, 
what gayety, what generosity he seems to 
put into his pictures and what a marvelous 
and dazzling renewal of his genius this year! 

He exhibits, in company with one portrait, 
some pictures of small dimensions, repre- 
senting the plump and rosy forms of a group 
of bathers. One scarcely knows what to 
admire most, the free and sound taste, the 
simple, yet studied, technique, the solid and 
brilliant coloring (though the greens are a 
trifle crude), or just the distribution of 
light. Everything pleases theeye. Besnard, 
in the days when painters were nicknamed, 
would have been called “the master of re- 
flections.”” His large portrait of a woman 
is the masterpiece of this exhibition. Bes- 
nard has not treated it as an ordinary por- 
trait painter would have done. It is well

Besnard has sobered his marvelous gifts 
as a colorist by a harmony in gray so quiet 
and so tender.

A thorough 
understanding of their significance is per- 
haps impossible, unless oneis both an Amer- 
ican and a millionaire, but people who pos- 
sess neither of these advantages may yet 
find much more than interesting in the con- 
templation of this surprising effort at osten-~ 
tatious display, the extravagance of taste 
and expenditure, the essential vulgarity of 
the idea which seeks to make of an intimate 
family festival a show for the whole world. 


Priest Subservient to Dresgsmaker. 
“Tt is a strange perversion that makes the 
office of priest subservient to that of the 
dressmaker and requires a dress rehearsal 
for a religious ceremony. \These are in them-* 
selves merely symptoms of the state of affairs 
that is expressed in many other ways. Its 
basis Is the old simple one, inseparable from 
any state of society In which wealth is un- 
evenly distributed. It is the constant feve 
to escape from equality and it is a mark 
characteristic of democratic communities. 
“ There is theoretically no social distinction 


of birth in America, but social! distinction is 


sought and found by the expenditure of 
money in all kinds of fantastic ways. With 
a little ingenuity, much money, and@ the ab- 
sence of shame the social leader may be 
scaled in America so that the host who 
dnvites his friends to meet a monkey at din- 
ner may supersede him who could think of 
nothing better than a picnic in gilded trac- 
tion engines. 

_ Rivalry to Escape Commonplace. 

*“ The one thing is to escape from the com- 
monplace, the usual, the conceivable, and 
always to be a length ahead Always, in 
the native expression, ‘to go one better.’ 
The enormous material wealth which is cen- 
tered in this group of American society ren- 
ders competitions of fashion extreme and 
fantastic, and it is remarkable that those 
American millionaires who have pt forth 
most of the convulsive efforts to attract at- 
tention and to outdo their neighbors in these 
orgies of vulgarity have been among the 
loudest in complaining that the American 
newspapers have robbed them of their pri- 
vacy. 

Struggle to Spend Money. 

“‘The carloads of flowers and fountains of 
scent, the opposing armies-of thieves and de- 
tectives, the ranks of policemen guarding the 
the treasure, while an equal treasureis being 
profusely wasted, are merely sordid incidents 
in a struggle to spend as much money as possi- 
ble. To sensible people it is not anattractive 
picture, and it is with gratification that we 
remember that it is a picture distasteful to 
the mass of plain American citizens, in whose 
minds it excites the same sense of reprobation 
as in our own.”’ 


REPORTS ON CIGARET CORNER. 


Berlin Chamber of Commerce Tells of 
Work of American Tobacco Company 
| in German Markets. 


BERLIN, April 14.—The manner in which 
the American Tobacco company cornered the 
market for cigaret tobacco is reported upon 
by the Berlin chamber of commerce to the 
Prussian commerce minister, Herr Moeller, 
as follows: 

‘The American tobacco trust in a skillful, 
well planned manner secured the output of 
cigaret tobacco in order te meet its increased 
demand for raw tobacco by buying not only 
in the markets of producing countries but in 
the chief staple markets. 

“The warehouses are at present empty and 
prices for the cheaper qualities have risen 25 
to 30 per cent. It cannot, however, be =sert- 
ed that the American purchases were made 
for purposes of speculation or for controlling 
the market of the world. 

‘‘ While .it is hardly planned to make the 
German raw tobacco market dependent upon 
American interests, still the domestic in- 
dustry feels keenly the deficiency in raw ma- 
terial and the enhancement of prices. The 
market for cigar tobacco has felt the influ- 
ence of the trust to a lesser degree. 

“In order to create a large market for its 
product the frust operates with liberal re- | 
bates, but there is nothing unusual in this 
method of doing business, apart from the fact 
that rebates are given even for small quan- 
tities. On the other hand, it appears not to 
be free from criticism that the trust delivers 
1.200 cigarets whenever a thousand are or- 
dered. Furthermore, it has developed a sys- 
tem of bounties which is strongly disap- 
proved in German business circles.’ 


DEPOSIT OF RADIUM IS FOUND. 


Russien Engineer Announces Discovery, 


but Location of the Rich Mineral

LONDON, April 15, 3 a. m.—The Constan- 
tinople correspondent: of the Times quotes 
recent information from Monastir to show 
the situation in the Vilayet is most deplora- 
ble.

Turk Talks of Settlement. 

A dispatch to the Times from Uskub, 

province of Kossovo, European Turkey, 
states that in an interview Hilmi Pasha, 
the Turkish inspector general, said that the 
Albanian question hag been settled and that 
the porte has no further anxiety concern- 
ing it. 
. The disturbance was caused by a small 
and ignorant faction, and the revolt had 
been in no way general. The 20,000 troops 
now massed around Mitrovitza would in any 
case overawe the malcontents. 

Hilmi Pasha added that he expected ser- 
ious difficulties with the Bulgarian bands, 
whose activity was being only temporarily 
checked by the recent bad weather, but the 
Turks are quite ready to receive them. 

Hilmi Pasha was diffident about discussing 
the Austrian and Russian reforms, but said 
they were progressing. He hoped to be able 
to give proof of this in three months. 


Local Opinion Points to War. 


The correspondent adds that lecal opinion 
in diplomatic and other circles does not 
bear out the statements of Hilmi Pasha, who 
is regarded as capable and well meaning, but 
as being far too optimistic. - 

The Albanians are reported to have formed 
a “‘missa ’’—that is, to have temporarily 
abandoned all vendettas and intertribal 
quarrels, for the purpose of resisting the re- 
form program. | 

The sultan’s peace mission is a farce, and 
the only possible solution of the trouble is 
complete disarmament and military occupa- 
tion of Albania. The weather is fine and 
warm, and the Bulgarian bands consequently 
expected to recommence active operations. 


Russia Demands Reparation.

VIENNA, April 14,—[Special.]—A dispatch 
to the Neue Freie Presse from Belgrade says 
it is reported Russia has demanded that Tur- 
key pay a compensation of $24,000 to the fam- 
ily of Stcherbina, the Russian consul, that 
Turkey build a memorial chapel at the scene 
of the murder, and send 20,000 Anatolian 
troops to repress the Albanians. 

It is alleged that the porte has admitted 
the necessity of hanging the Albanian soldier 
who shot and killed M. Stcherbina, and who 
is now undergoing fifteen years’ imprison- 
ment for his crime, the sentence having been 
imposed before the death of M. Stcherbina.

Impressed by American Power. 

It would be ridiculous to threaten war, he 
said, without an understanding among the 
allies. Even the renewal of the present 
European treaties was difficult. The exist- 
ing tariffs were so enormous that they were 
threatening to put back Europe economically 
to the middle ages. How was it possible, 
under such conditions, to fight the United 
States, of which he must speak with respect. 
Her greatness imposes prudence, while her 
force commands respect. Italy especially 
cannot take the matter too lightly, as she 
not only sends goods to America, but men 
who are going to seek there liberty, work, and 
prosperity. 

“The present threat was not serious, be- 
cause a customs union was impossible among 
the European nations. If it were possible 
America would defend herself, and how could | 
Europe compensate herself for the damage 
that America could do. He hoped that the 
commercial treaties would be renewed, for 
they, containing the most favored nation 
clause, alone might lead to a sort of Euro- 
pean customs union.” 

Sig. Luzzatti asked if the responsibility for 
the much condemned trusts lies on America 
or on Europe. 

* Let us abandon the idea of a European 
league against any one,”’ he said, “ and ad- 
vocate a conference of the representatives 
of the whole world to take measures against 
the trusts and leagues which are perturbing 
the natural equilibrium of the markets.” 


Difficulties Pointed Out. 


M. Meline,. the former French premier, de- 
clared that it was impossible to establish the 
same duties throughout Europe, which had 
such different products and needs. 

‘** America is such an extraordinary coun- 
try,”” he said, ‘“‘ that I am frightened when I 
think what she may become when she has 
reached the height of her development, but if 
some American products threaten us, others 
are absolutely indispensable to us. If her 
production increases, her population also in- 
creases, thereby increasing the home con- 
sumption. 

“We must study a legitimate organization 
of defense, not a zollverein which would be 
war. It will be imprudent to adopt the propo- 
sition before the congress, which is an un- 
necessary threat and an unripe measure.” 


Attack Best Defense. 

Baron Riepenhausen, a member of the 
reichstag, said that the greatest threat of 
the United States was for the European in- 
dustries, but agriculture was also menaced. 
This situation must be faced, bearing in mind 
the proverb that “attack is the best de- 
fense."’ The fact that Europe exported men 
to the American continent was’ no reason 
for sparing America. Germany had exported 
15,000,000 men who were now fighting Europe 
worse than the Americans themselves. 

In conclusion, he proposed that a commit- 
tee of twelve—representing France, Italy, 
Austria, and Germany—be appointed to 
study the best way for Europe to fight Amer- 
ican competition. 

M. Meline suggested that representatives 
of Belgium and Holland be added, and moved 
the postponement of the matter until the 
next congress, which motion was unanimous- 
ly adopted.

Dusenberry says he hitched up the 
horse and rode to Knight's house, whefe he 
left the rig with Knight and returned to 
his room.

On the contrary, it is the disposition 
here to wait patiently for a decision from the 
United States Supreme court, which, of 
course, cannot be expected until the term 
which begins next October. :

It will not fight any 
windmills and will not attack trusts in any 
violent manner at all. No one knows this.

MANILA, April 14.—[Special.]—Six. n- 
dred American troops under the command of 
Capt. Pershing, who are pursuing the Moros 
retreating from Bacolod, after the defeat by 
Pershing’s force last Wednesday, had an en- 
gagement with a number of the enemy near 
Calui. Occupying a fortified position, they 
attempted to cover the retreat of the other 


| Bacolod *Moros by delaying the American 


pursuit. 

The Americans shelled the position for 
eight hours, reducing the fortifications and 
killing many Moros. Pershing met no fur- 
ther opposition and marched to Marapul, 
which he occupied. Later he and his com- 
mand joined the American camp on the north 


side of Lake Lanao, completing the occupa- 


tion of all the lake district. ; 


Friendly DattoIs Dead. | 

The Datto Nonucan, one of the most friend- 
ly of the Moros, has died of cholera. He 
sold some of his own land to Americans for 
a military post and sincerely codperated with 
them. He caused his followers to assist the 
operations of the Americans, helped them 
with transportation, and furnished them 
food. Furthermore, he constantly sought to 
impress upon the other Moros the benefits 
to accrue to them under the rule of Ameri- 
cans. At the time Gen. Blanco, at the head 
of a Spanish force, invaded Mindanao to sub- 
due turbulent Moros, the Datto aided him 
in his efforts. 


Ladrone Camp Is Surprised. 

A detachment of the Twenty-eighth infan- 
try surprised the camp of a ladrone band at 
Cagayan Mindanao. Eighteen occupants of 
the camp were captured and thirteen bolo- 
men wounded. The entire force of ladrones 
was not present when the camp was rushed, 
and it is estimated the full band numbered 
400 men. 


TAKES UP SMUGGLING CHARGES. 


Porto Rico Grand Jury Will Investi- 
gate Allegations Despite Objection 
by Officials. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, April 14.—The 
grand jury is investigating the so-called 
smuggling cases, in which officers of the 
United Stages navy and other- prominent 
men are involved, nothwithstanding the in- 
structions which, it is stated, District Attor- 
ney Pettingill has received from the depart- 
ment of justice at Washington not to pre- 
sent information to the grand jury this 
term. . 2 

This afternoon the grand jury asked for 
information. The foreman said: 

“It has come to our knowledge that cer- 
tain cases of smuggling have occurred. We 
have asked the district attorney about the 
matter, and he refused to bring up the mat- 
ter, alleging that he had received certain 
instructions. We now ask the judge if we 
have a right to information in spite of the 
district attorney's refusal.”’ 

Judge Holt said in part: ) 

“When you were impaneled you swore 
that you would make a dikgent inquiry 
into, and a true presentment of, such mat- 
ters given to you. You could not, if you de- 
sired, escape from the obligations of your 
oath by heeding the instructions of any one. 
The honored president of the United States 
could pardon, but he could not interfere. 
If you believe that any one had given in- 
structions tending to prevent the fullest in- 
vestigation into the commission of a crime 
in the United States and the returning of 
an indictment, if the evidence so warrants, 
then you should be inspired by an additional 
determination to do your duty.”’

groes to make us doubt the justice of charg- 
ing this denial of social equality to preju- 
dice, as we usually understand the word. 
Perhaps it is born of something so much 
deeper and more imperious than prejudice 
as to amount to aracial instinct. Whatever 
it is, let us remember that it has condoned 
the negro’s share in the humiliation and 
spoilation of the white men of the south 
during the saturnalia of reconstruction days, 
and has allowed a kindly feeling for the negro 
to survive the time when the south was del- 
uged by a perilous flood of indiscriminate, 
unintelligent, and blighting negro suffrage. 
Whatever it is, let us try to be tolerant and 
considerate of the feelings and even the 
prejudice or racial instinct of our white fel- 
low countrymen of the south, who, in the 
solution of the. negro problem, must, amid 
their own surroundings, bear the heat of the 
day and stagger under the weight of the 
white man’s burden. 
‘“‘There. are. however, considerations re- 
lated to this feature of the negro question 
which may be regarded as more in keeping 
with the objects and purposes of this occa- 
sion. As friends of the negro, fully believ- 
ing in the possibility of his improvement and 
advancement, and sincerely and confidently 
laboring to that end, it is folly for us‘to 
ignore the importance of the ungrudging co- 
operation on the part of the white people of 


scant credit. She has given him schools that 
the north has’refused him and done many 


other things towards his future that the 


north never thought of.”’ 

Dr. Abbott next spoke of the great work 
of Booker T. Washington, declaring he had 
done as much for the white race as for the 
colored. 

Quoting a remark made by Henry Ward 
Beecher, to the effect that we should *‘ make 
the negro worthy. first and then give him 
suffrage,’’ Dr. Abbott said: “‘ We made the 
error of giving him suffrage first, and the 
unfortunate negro has had to suffer ever 
since. What the negro wants is education. 
It all depends upon education’ whether the 
negro will be a shackle to our feet or wings 
to our body.” | 

Washington Thanks Cleveland. 

Booker T. Washington said in part: 

*“‘In this connection I am glad that we 
have another great American and Christian 
statesman in the person of Grover Cleveland, 
who is manifesting by his presence and 
words here this evening that he, too, is con- 
scious of the fact that the lifting up of the 
negro is not alone Tuskegee’s problem, not

Nonresident Landlord Declares It Un- 
just, as He Cannot Watch His Ten- 
ants. | | 

. Edwin Romberg of New York, who owns 

considerable property in Chicago, is endeav- 

oring to secure a change in the form used on 
policies in Chicago forbidding the use of 
gasoline or other inflammables on the prem- 
ises unless a special permit is secured. He 
claims that it is impossible for a nonresi- 
dent landlord to keep tab on all that his ten- 
ants do, and that it is unfair to him to sub- 
ject his insurance to risk of concellation and 
to loss of his indemnity in case of a fire for 
an offense of which he had no knowledge. 

The Appellate court of Illinois recently de- 

cided a case n which the landlord failed to 

collect his insurance after a fire because the 
tenant, without his knowledge, had had gaso- 
line on the premises. Mr. Romberg insists 
that the insurance should beinvalidated only 
when notice is given to the landlord and he 
fails to correct theevil. The matter has been 
submitted to a committee of the Chicago Un- 
derwriters’ association. Underwriters hold 
that the use of gasoline is prohibited by the 
standard policy, and that it will be imprac- 
ticable to exempt the landlords unless some 
compensation can be given for the exemption.

CROP CONDITIONS GOOD, 


TEMPERATURE FAVORABLE, BUT 
MOISTURE TOO HEAVY. 


Farm Work Retarded by Wet Grounad— 
Frutts Advanced Rapidly During 
March Injured by Touch of Frost 
the First Week of This Month— 
Prospect for Peaches Considered 
Discouraging — Cotton Planting 
Started Except in Flooded Areas.’ 


Washington, D. C., April 14.—[Special.}]— 
The weekly crop report issued by the depart- 
ment of agriculture says: In the districts 
east of the Rocky. mountains during the 
week ending April 13 the temperature has 
been highly favorable for the growth of 
vegetation, but farm work was generally re- 
tarded by rains in the lake region, the central 
valleys, and the Atlantic coast districts, 
while complaints of lack of moisture are re- 
ceived from portions of the central and west 
gulf states. In the central and northern 
Rocky mountain districts and on the north 
Pacific coast the season is backward, Wash- 
ington and Oregon having suffered from 
cold, wet weather. In California the con- 
ditions have been generally favorable, with 
the exception of some damage by frost. 


Corn Planting Progressing. 

Corn planting is in progress as far north 
as Kansas. In southern Missouri, Tennes- 
see, North Carolina, and farther south plant- 
ing is well advanced and completed in some 
sections. 

The condition of winter wheat 
is excellent and has made 
since the first of the month. In the upper 
Ohio valley, however, the freeze of the 4th 
and 5th caused some injury. On the whole, 
the condition of the crop in the winter wheat 
belt east of the Rocky mountains is more 
promising than for years. In California the 
outlook is also promising, but in Oregon and 
Washington the condition of the crop is less | 
favorable, especially in the last named state, 
where about one-third of the acreage will 
be resown. 

Spring wheat seeding is nearly completed 
in lowa and Nebraska and progressing well 
in South DaKota. No wheat has yet been 
sown in North Dakota and northern Minne- 
sota, but in southern Minnesota some has 
been sown on rolling lands. 

Oats continue promising in the southern 
states, seeding is nearly completed or ‘well 
advanced in the central valleys, where early 
sown is coming up well. 

Cotton planting made progress in the cen- 
tral and western portions of the cotton belt, 
except in the flooded areas of Mississippi and 
Louisiana. Planting is well advanced in 
southern Georgia, but progressing slowly in 
northern Georgia and South Carolina. Over 
the southern portions of the central and east- 
ern districts and Texas early planting is 
coming up fair to good stands. 

Tobacco plants are plentiful generally, 
growing well, though late, in Kentucky. 
Transplanting has begun in the Carolinas. 


Fruits Given Severe Setback. 


_ By the close of March, which was a wild 
month, all fruits were unusually far ad 
vanced. From the 4th to the 6th of April the 
whole country east of. the Mississippi river, 
including Ten and the northern por- 
tion of the south Atlantic states, experi- 
enced temperatures below freezing, the sta- 
tions in the more northerly districts report- 
ing temperatures from 6 to 18 degrees below 
freezing. The reports indicate that many 
varieties of fruit have suffered severely, 
more particularly peaches. In California, 
while some damage has been done by frost, 
the outlook is favorable; on the north Pacific 
coast the season is so backward the fruit 
has not been exposed to injury. 


Reports by States. 

The reports by states are as follows: 

NEW YORK—Cold, wet week; fruit probably 
slighly damaged by freeze of preceding week. 

MARYLAND AND DELAWARE— 
pears, plums, and strawberries considerably dam- 
aged by freeze of the 5th and 6th; early potatoes 
rotting in ground; tobacco plants doing well. 

MISSISSIPPI—Preparations for cotton planting 
in full progress except in flooded districts. | 

LOUISIANA—Warm, dry week; farming opera- 
tions pushed vigorously; bulk of cane crop plant- 
ed; stands irregular. Early planting plowed for 
first time; preparation for cotton planting pro- 
gressing rapidly. 

TEXAS—Conditions favorable for all 
temperature moderate; light rainfall in northern 
and western counties, none of consequence else- 
where. Wheat, rye, and oats continue in ex- 
cellent conditian except in limited areas where 
rust affected wheat and rye; cotton planting gen- 
eral, and in southern and south central counties 
completion. 

ARKANSAS—Farming operations materially 
exivanced by rain of the 7th. Rain needed in some 
localities; considerable corn planted. 

MISSOURI—The warm week was favorable for 
wheat and grasses, which are growing finely. 
Farm work retarded by rains; oat sowing about 
completed in southern portions, stopped by rains 
im northern counties. Early sown coming up 
well; considerable plowing for corn done in south 
and some planted. 


Illinois Warm for Season. 


ILLINOIS—Temperature above the seasonal av- 
erage; vegetation and fruits greatly stimulated; 
farming and seeding operations in active progress 
but retarded by heavy rain on the 10th; winter 
wheat in excellent condition, some fields infested 
by Hessian fly and chinch bugs; oat seeding fin- 
ished in many localities; fruit prospect good ex- 
cept for peaches. 

INDIANA—Frequent rains kept the ground too 


crops; 


plowing for oats, corn, and potatoes and making 
of gardens in advance of the season; wheat, rye, 
clover, timothy, and pastures continue in excellent 
condition and are growing rapidly; the apple out- 
look is promising; pears, plums, and cherries fair; 
budded peaches nearly all killed; seedlings promise 
fair to light crop; many early strawberries killed. 

OHIO—Frequent showers delayed farm work; 
wheat was injured slightly, mostly in the east, by 
the freeze of the 4th and 5th, but generally con- 
tinues promising; few early potatoes planted and 
gardens made; young clover injured by freeze; 
pastures and meadows well advanced; cherries, 
plums, early pears, peaches, and berries injured ‘ 
by the freeze in central and southern portions. 

MICHIGAN—Plowing and oat seeding becoming 
general in southern counties, but heavy rains on 
Friday have stopped all field work; winter wheat 
and rye are making good growth and are in ex- 
cellent condition, pastures starting rapidly; fruit 
buds, especially peaches, so much forced that their 
condition will be critical for the next four weeks. 

WISCONSIN—The season opens with the crop 
conditions and prospects mainly satisfactory; 
farm work is well advanced, but now at standstill 
owing to cold rains; wheat, rye, and clover appear 
to have wintered well; moisture abundant and in 
some sections excessive. 

MINNESOTA—Snow in north and west portions 
on the 6th was followed by drying weather for 
three days, and then the rain began on the 10th; 
in the northern half the soil is wet @hd no seeding 
done, in the southern half of the lowlands wet 
but no wheat seeded onthe rolling sandy lands 


TOW A—Season warmer and growth of vegeta- 
tion earlier than usual; ‘seeding of wheat, oats, 
and barley about completed in southern and well 
advanced in northern districts; reports indicate a 
decreased acreage of wheat and an increased 
acreage of oats and barley; plowing for corn in 
progress, large areas still‘too wet for farm opera- 


tions. 
Snow Delays Northwest. 


NORTH DAKOTA—Heavy snow over the east- 
ern portion a week ago stopped all work there; 
nothing of consequence done in any portion yet, 
but with the continuance of favorable weather 
wheat seeding will be gemeral the latter part of 
this week. . 

SOUTH DAKOTA—Season backward; seeding 
has been considerably retarded by too wet soil, 
particularly in the northern portion, but spring 
wheat sowing is well advanced in the south and 
becoming general in the north. Some oats and 
barley sown; winter rye is vigorous and of good 
stand; grase is starting slowly. 

NEBRASKA—Warm week, with beneficial 
showers on the 10th; fartn work has progressed 
rapidly; spring wheat ts nearly all sown; oat seed- 
ing well advanced in northern counties and nearly 
completed in southern; some early sown oats up; 
winter wheat is starting nicely, but is winter 
killed slizhtly in spots. 

KANSAS—Spring work is much retarded Jby 
rains; wheat in good condition and growing rap- 
idly; oat sowing is finished in many counties, and 
early sown is coming up; corn planting is delayed 
in many eastern and southern counties, but pro- 


gressing elsewhere; early apples blooming; 
peaches blooming in south; grass is starting 
nicely. 


CALIFORNIA—Conditions generally favorable 
for all crops, though some reports of damage to 
deciduous fruits by frost on the llth; light rain 
beneficial; wheat prospects in all sections reported 
the best for several years, and the acreage large; 
heavy crop of hay assured; haying commenced in 
some sections; barley heading; large yield of fruit 
probable.

Mayor to Institute Inquiry on 
q Charges Against Sani- 
tary Inspection. 


REASON FOR THE LAXITY. 


_ Officials Say Poverty of Property 
_ Owners, Miss Addams At- 
| tributes It to Pull 


By instituting an inquiry into the methods 
of the sanitary inepection bureau of the 
city health department Mayor Harrison 
will give an opportunity to Miss Jane 
Addams, Miss Maud Gernon, and Miss 
Gertrude Howe of Hull house to show the 
service commission how political in- 
fiuence has interfered with the enforcement 
of health ordinances in the Nineteenth ward. 

This investigation will be ordered as soon 
es the mayor returns from Springfield. Miss 

4 Addams has laid the results of the settle- 
* ment inquiry into housing conditions be- 
fore Corporation Counsel Walker, and Mayor 
Harrison's attention was called to it just 
before he left for Springfield. 

Commissioner Reynolds, in behalf of Col. 
Young of the inspection bureau, asked the 
civil service commission to undertake an in- 
quiry into the charges, but President Powell 
of the commission said the board was with- 
out authority unless specific charges were 
filed by the head of the department—Dr. 
Reynolds. | 

The health commissioner is not in the po- 
sition to make such charges, and the in- 
vestigation will be ordered by the mayor 
direétly. Miss Addams has told the city 
officials that the settlement is prepared to 
prove its statements regarding the non-en- 
forcement.of ordinances. 

Against the inspectors it will be charged 
that they have been Lcitiaont in the perform- 
‘ance of duty, guilty of carelessness, and have 
-yielded to the influence of landlords who 
happen to be politicians. 

Eight Cases Detailed. 
. ,Bight specific cases have been detailed to 
the city authorities by the Hull house resi- 
dents, who took up the inquiry primarily 
with a view to determining the cause of 
the prevalence of typhoid in the ward. 

It is not the desire of the settlement 
pick out the Nineteenth ward alone for in- 
vestigation. Miss Gernon and Miss Howe 
made their inquiry in the neighborhood im- 
mediately surrounding the settlement for 
- Obvious reasons. A canvass of 2,002 build- 
ings showed that conditions in 454 structures 
were a menace to life and that in 300 other 
buildings the law is openly violated, al- 
though the residents are anxious to do any- 
thing within their power to stop contagion. 

It is charged that many of these houses 
,are owned by politicians in the ward ana 
that the inspectors have yielded to influence 
_to pass over violations in such structures. 
' Landiordism and political influence are se- 
tyerely’ scored in the report of the two in- 
> spectors. 

Such conditions as exist in the Nineteenth 
ward are said to be prevalent in many parts 
the city.

If I find that the 
evidence gives any facts showing wrong do- 
ing it will be a simple matter to apply a 
‘proper remedy.” 


Reasons for Lax Enforcement. 


In defense of the inspectors it is affirmed 
‘that in many cases the property is owned by 
poer people and is heavily mortgaged. The 
neglect of the inspectors to enforce the sani- 
“tary laws has been due to a desire to be 
_tenient with such people. This ie not what 
investigators have found, ac- 
‘cording to rreport. In the report which

| Amid London’s Misery. 

“ Pictures and Problems from London Police 
Courts,’’ by Thomas Holmes, is issued in a new 
and revised edition (Longmans, Green & Co.), 
and a chapter on the problem of home workers has 
been added. For fifteen years the writer has 
been a missionary at Lambeth police court in the 
British metropolis, and his book is a composite 
of impressions and experiefces of his efforts to do 
good in the midst of vice and misery. Apologizing 
for his lack of rhetorical talent, he tells in simple, 
direct style the circumstances of his early life 
leading up to his present vocation. There is some 
satisfaction in noting a change for the better tn 
magisterial methods; the moral atmosphere has 
improved, and prison arrangements have been 
placed upon a higher plane, both humanitarian
